Detatln of the XKilling of George Holfe
by & Madman—A Horrible Speotacle

The victin of this terrible tragedy s George
tolfe, and the lonatic murderer is 8 young
man  papivd  Ebepezer Willlams, e s &
minor, aud, previons 1o the conflagration, was
gocasionally  insane; buat lis disense was
preatly aggraviated by his pscuniary losses.
After the fire Lo went to Falmonth and residod
with his uncle, John Willisms, until severnl

weeks  sinees, when, though  worth  some
220,000, he declared that he must sconomise
and make np his losses by the tire. Accord-

ingly he went to live alone in an old building
or shanty., There he lived peacefully enough,
ﬂwll};h he .'1’“'.'[_'.'-; kI'I-T firogrms to prouset
himself from robbers, as he said. Although
he had once radsed his gun at his unele, he was
not regarded as dangerous,

On Sunday morning last the report of a4 gun
from the vicinity of the shanty was lheard.
The neighbors conjectured that gomething was
wrong, but dare not go near for fear of heing
fired upon, At nboeut dark Willinms appeared
al hisg unele’s hounse, with the horeible state-
ment that e had killed trvorga Rolfe, & young
man who had been stopping with him, He was
much pleased at what he had done, saying
that he had killed George, and that, as le
tilked afterwards, he had ent off his hosd and
put it in a dizh, bitt that the head was still
talking. The madman was not eredited at
first, but finally parties procssdsd to the old
houge, where they learned that the maniae’s
stntement was too true.

The headless corpse of IRolfe was laid ont
upon & buffalo robe in the front room, arraved
ina full suwit of new and cloan elothes, witch
Williams had evidently put upon it after cut-
ting off the head, as there was no blood apon
the garments, The hoad was found in another
rooin in & pail of water, the eyes open and the
:I!»;- I and presenting a terribly chastly
apectacie,  Willinms hnd ovidently beon busy
with the body all day, washing it, dressing it,
otey, 08 if to propare it for barinl.

The axe with which the hend war gevered
was alzo found, coverad with blood and hair,
On exnmination of the body o ballet hole was
found in the left breast just over the heart,

The unfortunate victim was hetweon thirty-
five and forty yvears of ago.
